IN  MEMORIAM  TO 
RUTH  KELLERT  CUMMINGS 

Thirty-six  years  ago,  on  Friday,  March 
19,  1943,  our  late  beloved  hazzan  of 
blessed  memory,  David  J.  Putterman,  in¬ 
augurated  a  new  concept  which  received 
great  acclaim.  On  that  occasion,  Cantor 
Putterman,  together  with  the  synagogue 
choir  and  conductor,  Max  Helfman  pre¬ 
sented  a  Sabbath  Eve  service  consisting  of 
music  written  for  the  occasion  by  six  out¬ 
standing  composers  of  the  day.  The  idea 
promptly  became  a  major  annual  event, 
and,  during  the  years  that  followed,  a 
total  of  sixty-nine  different  composers 
created  new  liturgical  music  for  Park  Ave¬ 
nue  Synagogue.

The  plan  for  a  major  gift  for  the  new 
school  building  from  the  Estate  of  Joseph 
M.  Mazer  was  presented  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  at  its  regular  monthly  meeting  in 
October  and  unanimously  approved. 

The  gift,  in  memory  of  Joseph  and 
Ceil  Mazer,  would  be  $333,000.  It  repre¬ 
sents  the  second  largest  gift  thus  far  to 
the  Building  Fund.  Mr.  Mazer  and  his 
wife  Ceil  were  members  of  the  Synagogue 
for  many  years.  He  served  as  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  played  a  key 
role  in  many  agencies  and  organizations 
devoted  to  Jewish  affairs.  The  size  of  the 
gift  and  its  sponsorship  evoked  an 
abundance  of  favorable  comment.

CONGREGATION  MOURNS 
HAZZAN  PUTTERMAN’S  DEATH 

Hazzan  David  J.  Putterman  died  Wed¬ 
nesday,  October  10  after  a  short  illness. 
At  noon  on  Friday,  October  12,  a  sorrow¬ 
ing  congregation  gathered  in  the  sanctu¬ 
ary  to  bid  farewell  to  Hazzan  Putterman, 
Cantor  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  for  43 
years. 

A  sense  of  deep  loss,  a  diminution  of 
spirit,  was  physically  felt  by  those  who 
had  come  to  pay  honor  to  the  memory  of 
the  man  who,  for  so  many  years,  had  led 
the  congregation  in  worship  and  had 
added  such  lustre  to  the  form  and  sub¬ 
stance  of  Jewish  music  in  the  United 
States.

WHAT  IS  YIZKOR? 

Rabbis,  like  most  people,  have  pet 
peeves.  One  of  the  most  common  is  the 
following  question  and  statement  made 
by  well-meaning  people,  “Rabbi,  what 
time  is  Yizkor?”  and  “Rabbi,  thank  God, 
I  don’t  have  to  recite  Yizkor.  That  is  why 
I  don’t  come  to  services  when  Yizkor  is 
recited.” 

Let  us  take  a  long  look  at  both  of 
these  statements.  Before  we  do,  however, 
perhaps  we  should  understand  what 
Yizkor  is.  It  is  a  prayer  starting  with  the 
words,  Yizkor  Elohim,  “May  God  remem¬ 
ber  .  .  .”  referring  of  course,  to  the  souls 
of  those  who  have  departed  this  life.  It  is 
a  prayer.  I  have  said  this  quite  purposely; 
it  is  not  an  entire  service.  It  is  part  of  a 
service  and  is  recited  four  times  a  year  on 
Yom  Kippur,  Shemini  Atzeret,  the  last 
day  of  Pesah  and  the  second  day  of 
Shavuot.  Since  our  Tradition  is  one  that 
wisely  recognizes  the  totality  of  life  with 
its  lights  and  shadows,  its  joys  and  sor¬ 
rows,  life  and  death  always  go  hand  in 
hand.  Therefore,  when  we  are  in  the 
midst  of  a  public  celebration  of  a  great 
festival,  we  pause  for  a  few  moments  to 
think  about  the  eternal  verities  and  to 
recall  the  spirits  of  those  who  came 
before  us  and  helped  to  fashion  our  lives. 

If  we  understand  the  spirit  of  the 
Yizkor  prayer  properly  the  question  of 
“When  is  Yizkor  recited?”  is  inappro¬ 
priate,  an  open  admission  of  ignorance  on 
matters  of  Jewish  liturgy  and  an  affront 
to  those  whose  memories  we  wish  to 
honor.  We  come  to  the  synagogue  to  join 
in  public  worship  and  part  of  that  wor¬ 
ship  —  and  only  a  brief  part  at  that  —  is 
devoted  to  Yizkor.  To  come  only  for 
Yizkor  and  to  leave  immediately  after  its 
recital  is  no  honor  for  the  synagogue  or 
for  those  we  are  remembering. 


Similarly,  to  absent  oneself  from  the 
service  altogether  because  Yizkor  is  to  be 
recited  or  to  leave  when  the  Yizkor 
prayers  commence  is  a  public  demonstra¬ 
tion  of  one’s  superstitious  beliefs.  Most  of 
us  consider  superstitions  an  anachronism 
of  an  unenlightened  past  and  we  usually 
scoff  at  those  who  harbor  them.  Yet  how 
often  do  mature  men  and  women  leave 
the  synagogue  lest  they  be  subjected  to 
the  evil  spirit  if  they  hear  or  join  in 
memorial  prayers?  There  is  no  law  in 
Judaism  which  forbids  us  to  remain  in  the 
synagogue  during  Yizkor  even  if  we  are 
fortunate  enough  to  have  both  our 
parents.  The  Yizkor  prayers  include  all 
who  have  died  —  relatives,  friends,  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  congregation,  Jewish  martyrs. 
Who  among  us  is  so  fortunate  as  to  have 
escaped  all  acquaintance  with  death? 

Judaism  is  a  faith  of  the  heart  and  the 
mind.  It  recognizes  logic,  emotion  and 
religious  zeal.  These  are  not  to  be  con¬ 
fused  with  hocus-pocus  or  superstition. 
So  next  time  Yizkor  is  recited  as  part  of 
the  service,  come  early  to  pray  and  stay 
for  the  day.

MARY  SWARTZ,  AUTHOR  OF 
“THE  FUGU  PLAN,”  TO  SPEAK 
AT  SISTERHOOD  OPEN 
MEETING  ON  NOVEMBER  20 

In  keeping  with  its  theme  for 
1979-1980,  “The  Many  Faces  and  Places 
of  our  People,”  Sisterhood  will  present  an 
interesting  program  at  its  open  meeting 
Tuesday,  November  20  at  1:00  p.m.  in 
the  Lemberg  Auditorium.  Mary  I.  Swartz, 
who  co-authored  with  Rabbi  Marvin 
Tokayer,  their  newest  non-fiction  book, 
“The  Fugu  Plan,”  will  discuss  this  fasci¬ 
nating  untold  story  of  the  Japanese  and 
the  Jews,  a  true  saga  written  with  the 
verve  of  a  fictional  thriller. 

Sempo  Sugihara,  Japanese  Consul  in 
1940,  defied  orders  from  the  Japanese 
Foreign  Ministry  and  issued  transit  visas 
to  thousands  of  Jews.  Because  of  official 
Japanese  ambivalence  about  Jews,  they 
were  allowed  to  remain  unharmed  in 
Kobe  until  their  resettlement  in  Japanese- 
occupied  Shanghai.  This  exciting  World 
War  II  story  portrays  vividly  the  escape  of 
the  Jews  across  Asia  and  the  transplanta¬ 
tion  of  Talmudic  yeshiva  scholars  from 
Poland  to  Shanghai  where  they  could 
continue  their  study  of  the  Torah. 

Ms.  Swartz  is  a  native  of  Cincinnati, 
Ohio  and  is  a  graduate  of  Wellesley  Col¬ 
lege.  She  spent  almost  five  years,  between 
1969  and  1975,  in  Japan  and,  while  living 
in  Tokyo,  had  an  opportunity  to  learn 
about  the  people,  their  history  and  art 
and  to  study  the  Japanese  language. 
Actively  involved  with  the  Jewish  com¬ 
munity  of  Japan,  she  met  Rabbi  Marvin 
Tokayer,  then  Rabbi  in  Tokyo,  who 
asked  Ms.  Swartz  to  create  a  book  from 
the  research  material  he  had  collected 
over  a  period  of  eight  years.  This 
collaboration  resulted  in  “The  Fugu  Plan.”

Cantor  Putterman  had  left  instruc¬ 
tions,  and  those  instructions  were  fol¬ 
lowed  to  the  letter,  as  to  how  he  wished 
his  funeral  to  be  conducted.  Rabbi  Judah 
Nadich,  who  stood  side-by-side  with 
Cantor  Putterman  for  19  years,  delivered 
the  eulogy,  his  voice  breaking  over  and 
over  again  with  emotion.  He  spoke  of 
David  Putterman,  the  man  and  the 
cantor,  leaving  the  task  to  Rabbi  David 
Kogen,  vice  chancellor  of  the  Jewish 
Theological  Seminary  to  speak  of  David 
Putterman,  as  a  founder  of  the  Cantors 
Institute  and  teacher.  Cantor  Putterman’s 
friend  for  half  a  century,  Hazzan  Max 
Wohlberg,  spoke,  with  deep  emotion,  of 
their  early  activities  to  elevate  the  stan¬ 
dards  of  the  cantorial  calling.  And  Jan 
Peerce,  Cantor  Putterman’s  friend, 
chanted  the  memorial  prayer  at  the  con¬ 
clusion  of  the  service. 

Tapes  of  two  selections  that  had  been 
chosen  by  Hazzan  Putterman  from  his 
record  album,  B’Rosh  Hashanah 
Yikatevun  and  Al  Tashlikheinu,  were 
played  during  the  course  of  the  funeral 
service.  Hearing  Cantor  Putterman’s  voice 
fill  the  sanctuary  once  more,  was  an 
unforgettable  experience  to  those 
present. 

Hazzan  David  J.  Putterman  was  the 
first  American  trained  Hazzan.  He  studied 
hazzanut  with  the  foremost  hazzanim  of 
our  time,  Rosenblatt,  Rovner  and  Rap- 
paport;  music  and  repertoire  with  Max 
Helfman,  Frederick  Jacobi  and  Zavel 
Zilberts;  liturgy  with  Professor  Ismar 
Elbogen;  Hebrew  and  religion  with  Rabbi 
Z’ev  Wolf  Gold  and  in  the  Talmud  Torahs 
and  Yeshivot  of  Williamsburg  and  the 
lower  East  Side  of  Manhattan. 

Before  his  18th  birthday,  he  became 
the  cantor  of  Temple  Israel  of  Washing¬ 
ton  Heights,  and  in  1933  was  called, 
together  with  the  late  Rabbi  Milton  Stein¬ 
berg,  to  our  Synagogue.  Under  his  direc¬ 
tion  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  commi¬ 
ssioned  69  noted  American  and  Israeli 
composers  to  write  liturgical  music  for 
Friday  evening  services,  which  had  their 
world  premiere  performances  at  our  syna¬ 
gogue.  David  Amram,  Leonard  Bernstein, 
Ernest  Bloch,  David  Diamond,  Jacob 
Druckman,  Lukas  Foss,  Morton  Gould, 
Marvin  David  Levy,  Darius  Milhaud, 
Robert  Starer,  Kurt  Weill,  and  Yehudi 
Wyner  are  among  the  American  com¬ 
posers  whose  works  were  performed.  Is¬ 
raeli  composers,  Haim  Alexander,  Nahum 
Amir,  Paul  Ben-Haim,  Marc  Lavry, 
Nahum  Nardi  and  Joseph  Tal  were  also 


represented  in  these  now  famous  litur¬ 
gical  services. 

This  new  music,  much  of  which  has 
been  published,  is  now  in  use  in  syna¬ 
gogues  throughout  the  United  States. 
This  music  has  also  helped  to  enhance 
Jewish  worship,  as  well  as  to  arouse 
interest  in  other  composers  to  write 
music  for  the  synagogue.  For  this  unique 
achievement,  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  was 
the  first  of  any  synagogue  or  church  and 
Hazzan  Putterman  the  first  hazzan  to  be 
honored  with  a  special  citation  of  merit 
by  the  American  Society  of  Composers, 
Authors  and  Publishers. 

Hazzan  Putterman  concertized  exten¬ 
sively  and  recorded  for  RCA-Victor.  (A 
recording  of  the  35th  anniversary  celebra¬ 
tion  concert  given  by  Hazzan  Putterman 
is  still  available  in  limited  supply,  through 
the  Sisterhood  Gift  Shop.)  He  was  a 
featured  soloist  of  the  Eternal  Light 
broadcast  over  the  NBC  Network;  the 
founder  of  the  Cantors  Assembly;  the 
‘spiritual  father’  of  the  Cantors  Institute 
and  a  member  of  its  faculty.  Critics  .  .  . 
acclaimed  his  voice  as  a  “ beautiful  lyric 
tenor,  true  in  intonation,  and  emotional 
in  every  fibre.  ” 

In  1954  Hazzan  Putterman  was  the 
first  to  be  designated  a  Fellow  of  the 
Cantors  Institute  of  The  Jewish  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary  of  America.  In  1957  the 
United  Synagogue  of  America  presented 
the  Solomon  Schechter  Award  to  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  in  recognition  of  its 
distinguished  synagogue  music  under  the 
leadership  of  Hazzan  Putterman.  In  1960 
the  first  Kavod  Award  was  presented  to 
him  by  the  Cantors  Assembly.  In  1969 
The  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of 
America  cited  him  for  25  years  of  service 
on  the  Eternal  Light  radio  and  television 
broadcasts,  and  in  1971  he  was  the 
recipient  of  the  first  National  Jewish 
Music  Council  Award.

Hatan  Bereshit.  In  May,  1973,  he  was 
presented  with  a  citation  by  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  marking  his  40  years  with  the 
congregation. 

Hazzan  Putterman  leaves  his  wife,  Rea, 
his  two  sons  by  his  first  wife  Amy,  Zev 
and  Alan,  four  grandchildren,  his 
brothers,  Samuel  and  Michael,  and  his 
sisters,  Rikki,  Pearl  and  Sybil,  as  well  as 
friends,  admirers  and  students  who  will 
long  remember  and  be  influenced  by  this 
man’s  life.

short  stories,  articles,  and  reviews.  She 
teaches  writing  at  Sarah  Lawrence  Col¬ 
lege.  Dr.  Morris  will  discuss  the  psycholo¬ 
gy  of  women  as  seen  through  Sarah  and 
Hagar.  Louise  Rose  will  compare  the 
Bible’s  treatment  of  women  to  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  women  in  current  literature. 

After  the  weaning  of  Isaac,  Sarah  tells 
Abraham  to  “cast  out”  Hagar  and  her  son 
Ishmael  who  is,  of  course,  also  Abraham’s 
son.  How  do  we  interpret  this?  Is  Sarah  a 
jealous  woman  who  cares  nothing  for  her 
husband’s  son?  Is  Sarah  an  overpossessive 
mother  who  is  so  concerned  with  her 
son’s  inheritance  that  she  fails  to  consider 
her  husband’s  son  by  another  woman?  Is 
Sarah  afraid  of  Hagar,  the  other  woman? 
How  can  we  understand  Sarah’s  actions? 

Women’s  relations  with  other  women 
is  a  subject  worthy  of  attention.  It  is  a 
subject  fraught  with  myth  and  misunder¬ 
standing  and  one  that  is  particularly 
timely  as  women  assume  more  and  more 
responsibility  in  today’s  world.  Looking 
at  historical  roots  in  an  effort  to  under¬ 
stand  the  present  can  be  exceedingly 
beneficial.  As  we  look  at  the  story  of 
Sarah  and  Hagar,  we  hope,  first,  to 
understand  their  story  and,  second,  to 
relate  it  to  the  way  women  feel  about 
other  women.

JEWISH  EDUCATION  FOR 
ADULTS  AND  CHILDREN  WITH 
LEARNING  DISABILITIES 

In  a  new  program  funded  by  the 
Federation  of  Jewish  Philanthropies,  the 
92nd  Street  “Y”  is  initiating  three  pro¬ 
grams  for  the  learning  disabled. 

The  first  is  a  weekly  program  in  the 
“Arts,  Recreation  and  Jewish  Education” 
for  learning  disabled  children.  It  is  de¬ 
signed  to  serve  as  an  introduction  to 
Judaism  with  classes  devoted  to  the  holi¬ 
days,  traditions  and  symbols  of  our 
people  which  will  take  place  after  school. 

The  second  program  is  one  in  Jewish 
Education  for  moderately  retarded 
adults.  Taught  by  special  education 
teachers  who  are  knowledgable  in 
Judaica,  this  will  be  a  very  basic  course  in 
the  rituals,  holidays,  and  history  of  the 
Jews. 

The  third  program  is  the  establishment 
of  a  Havurah  for  severely  retarded  adults. 
This  Havurah  will  meet  every  Friday 
night  for  Shabbat  programming  and  will 
be  a  potential  source  of  fellowship  and 
Jewish  experience  for  adult  Jews  who 
otherwise  would  find  it  difficult  or  im¬ 
possible  to  find  fellowship.

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TEACHING  THE  TEACHERS 

For  the  second  summer  in  a  row,  the 
Jewish  Theological  Seminary  has  been 
teaching  an  unusual  group  of  teachers  — 
college  professors  of  Humanities  from 
universities  all  over  the  country. 

And  it  has  been  instructing  them  in  an 
unfamiliar  topic  —  the  contributions  of 
Jewish  scholars  of  some  2,300  years  ago 
to  the  development  of  Western  Civiliza¬ 
tion. 

This  year’s  Institute  was  attended  by 
20  Humanities  professors,  almost  all  of 
them  non-Jewish,  from  18  states.  The 
participating  schools  included  Notre 
Dame,  William  and  Mary,  the  University 
of  Denver,  Michigan  State,  Penn  State 
and  the  University  of  Tennessee,  among 
others. 

The  instruction  was  intended  to  fill  a 
real  gap  in  knowledge,  which  is  why  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities 
of  the  federal  government  funded  it.  The 
Seminary  hopes  that  filling  this  gap  will 
also  help  correct  negative  concepts  of  the 
Jew  and  Judaism,  not  just  for  the  profes¬ 
sors  themselves,  but  for  their  students 
now  and  in  generations  to  come.  For  the 
professors  and  their  schools  are  pledged 
to  teach  what  they  learn  and  they  are 
doing  just  that.
